Will Accept It.

After .an hour's conference today the

further negotiations necessary must pro- 
ceed without war-liice interference and 
Senor da Gama went to the state depart- 
ment 
to acquaint Secretary

The Brazilian minister in 
Mexico City also was notified and he 
communicated the information to Gen. 
Huerta. 


Note of the Mediators. 


The note addressed by the mediators 
•formally requests each govei'nment to de- 
.clare an armistice. 
It was pointed out 
:t)y officials here that in all probability 
'the United States would accept the pro- 
.posal, notwithstanding the fact that this 
government 
has not recognized that a 
etate of war in Mexico exists insofar as 
t h e operations of the United States are 
¡concerned. 
Despite this fact it was be- 
'lieved that the WashIngt,on government 
Vould not put any barriers in the pro- 
gress of mediation, particularly at such 
an early stage of the negotiations. 
Offi- 
cials here also believed that Gen. Huerta 
•would accept the first proposal for an 
«rmistice. 


It also was learned that the note does 
jiot include any reference to the consti- 
tutionalists in Mexico, the T'^><ited States 
and Huerta merely being -^lled upon to 
ceaee active operations pending further 
mediation proposals.

Fact Spurs Rescue Party to Desperate 
Energy at Scene of West Vir-

Eccles, W. Va., April 29.—Hope that 
some of the 178 miners imprisoned in 
mine Wo. 5 of the New River Collieries 
company, wrecked x'.dth mine No. 6 by 
an explosion yesterday, might still be 
alive, stirred the throng on the mountain 
side shortly before noon. 


A rescue party, driven out of No. 6, 
reported that they heard sounds as of 
rligging beyond the bariiers of tlie debris 
choking the connecting entry. 


A party of frc.=sh minors was huiTied 
:uto tlie entry and attacked the fallen 
mass of rock with renewed vigor. 


Effort Was Failure. 


Earlier in the dnv rrovernor Hatfield 
and Chief Inspector Earl Henry headed 
a party of mining enfjineers and super- 
intendents in an effort to enter No o. 
They were compelled to g-ive up the at- 
tempt because of obstructions.

Will you grant me the re- 
quest? 
My question will be brief and 
to the point." 


The prisoners were taken to the Old 
Slip police station, where Mrs. Sinclair 
was released.

raignment in court, said they were Mrs. 
Elizabeth Freeman, an English suffra- 
gette, who has once been in jail with 
Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst;

Sinclair's Version of It.

Attention was called here to the state- 
ment issued by President Wilson in ac- 
cepting the good offices in which he ex- 
pressed the hope that no untoward oc- 
currences should develop pending nego- 
tiations that might upset hopes for peace. 
An armistice strictly adhered to would 
prevent such a development. 


Reports From Berlin. 


Officials e.xpressed keen interest in un- 
official reports from Berlin that the me- 
diators had asked European powers to 
use influence on President Wilson that 
would prevent this government making 
conditions of settlement 
as 
mediation 
progresses which would make impossible 
tlie success of the efl'ort to bring about 
peace. 
At the state department it was 
Btated that nothing was known of this 
action on the part of the envoys. 


Following his visit to Secretary Bryan 
Ambassador da Gama returned to 
the 
Argentine legation, where the envoys re- 
sumed their conference. 
"When this gov- 
ernment would

was 
not 
indicated 
here. 


Would Not Discuss It. 


When the 
mediators 
adjourned 
for 
their niiddaj' recess, they would not dis- 
cuss 
the 
armistice, 
asserting

statement could yet be made by them. 


They denied knowledge of the report 
from Berlin that three mediatory pow- 
ers-, were urging European powers to use 
their influence on President Wilson to 
have him agree to terms which might 
make settlement easy. 
They said the 
report had "no more truth in it 
than 
jnany other speculative reports of their 
plans." 


No advice regarding this report had 
been received by ambassadors of leading 
European powers here, who learned of 
the proposal for the first time from the 
Berlin 
dispatch. 
Any 
instructions 
it 
was explained would probably be de- 
layed, eince action would be taken on 
Kuch an appeal only after due consid- 
eration. to determine whether it would 
exceed the bounds of friendly sympa- 
thetic 
co-operation 
with

Resume Their Task, 


While scores of Americans continued 
their hurried exodus from Mexico and 
Brig. Gen. Funston's troops were land- 
ing to complete the occupation of Vera 
Cruz today, the representatives of three 
South American republics gathered in 
the quiet library of the Argentine le- 
gation in Washington's fashionable resi- 
dential 
section and resumed the 
pre- 
liminaries of their attempt to steer the 
Mexican crisis into ways of peace. 
A 
spirit of optimism over progress of the 
aegotiations was apparent in executive 
quarter«. 


T^e three 
peace makers, 
proceeding 
cftutioTiflly, are gathering all possible in- 
formation from both American and Mex- 
ican sources with the aim of reaching 
soma middle ground from which

News that American Consul Schmutz 
and 110 other Americans who had been

Pitiful Tales of Hardships. 


A late report from Consul Canada at 
Vera 
C'ruz says the refugees arriving 
from Cordoba told pitiful tales of hard- 
ships inflicted upon them during their 
imprisonment there. 
After their arrest 
they were herded 
together like cattle 
and marched tlirough the public streets 
to a small and unsanitaiy jail. 
I\Iean- 
while angry mobs on all sides threw de- 
cayed fruit, stones and other missiles at 
them and threatened 
their lives. 
Ar- 
rived at the jail, tliey were crowded ^n- 
to small rooms, forty of the prisoners 
being in the same apartment.

The soldiers from

tion and the troops from Kansas prob- 
ably will go to Trinidad. 
The situation 
in the northern 
dis<h-ict 
became quiet 
yesterday when the strikers ran out of 
ammunition and their supply could not 
bo replenished and upon the arrival of 
the state troops here 
In official circles 
here and among the union leaders there 
was expre.ssion of confidence in the fed- 
eral troops to 
control

situation. 
Governor Ammons. however, 
reiterated 
his determination not to withdraw any 
of the state troops from localities which 
will not be amply protected by the fed- 
eral soldiers.

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The Second City in Indiana 


It is no mean distinction to occupy the second place 
among Indiana cities in point of popnlation. and estimates 
just given out by the census hureau experts at Washing- 
ton on the population of Indiana cities as of Inly 1 next 
put Fort Wayne in this rank. The estimates p^ive this city 
a present population of 72.322 and make Fort Wayne sec- 
ond only to Indianapolis, which is accorded a population 
of 259,413. 


For a good many years Evansville has ranked as the 
second Indiana city, hut with its new mark of but 71,284, 
the Ohio river city on the southern border of Indiana, has 
been displaced by Fort Wayne. We have simply moved 
up one notch from third to second place among Indiana 
municipalities. 
Gratifying a^s it is to have one's opinion 
substantiated by figures compiled from unprejudiced 
sources, we do not believe the announcement will carry 
with it any particular surprise to those who have kept in 
touch wuth Fort Wajme's growth during the past few 
years. When the census of 1910 was taken the belief was 
expressed that the totals did not measure up to a full and 
complete count of Fort Wajmc's population—a belief 
based upon knowledge of the steady growth that was 
plainly e-^ddent rather tlian upon any attempt to list the 
population by individuals as Uncle Sam's men were then 
idoing. We did not count them, but we were morally cer- 
tain at that time that we had a gTeater population than 
the census figures accorded us. 


The four years that have followed since the last cen- 
sus was taken have carried Fort Wayne far in the march 
jof progress. They have been 3'ears of steady advance, of 
vast gro^vth industrially and commercially. 
They have 
seen new enterprises launched. They have seen old insti- 
tutions enlarge and expand. They have seen thousands of 
new homes spring up over the city and they have seen 
Port Wayne's municipal borders extended to include new 
area that petitioned for addition. 
There has been no 
^*boom," but there has been a continuance of the steady, 
conservative, healthy growth that has been from the first 
the marked characteristic of Fort Wajme's histor^^ as a 
city. That we are now accorded second place among Indi- 
ana cities is ample justification for the indulgence of a bit 
of wholesome self-congratulation. The Sentinel is pleased 
to see that the Commercial club purposes to take appro- 
priate note of the occasion in a ''second city celebration" 
Bvent.

Huerta Gives His Promise to 
British Naval Com- 
mander, 


MORE REFUGEES COME 


Vera 
Cruz. 
April 
—Commander 
TAveedie, of the British cruiser 
Essex, 
who went to Mexico City several davs 
ago -to intercede for foreigners held in 
the capital, returned here late yester- 
day and reported that his mission had 
been successful. 


President 
Huerta, 
Minister 
of 
War 
Blanquet 
and 
Foreign 
Minister 
Rojas 
assured Commander Tweedie t t e y would 
release ail American prisoners and that 
all Americans desiring to do so might 
leave via Puerto, Mexico, but that 
the 
trains on which they would go would 
not be provided with escorts. 


The train on which Commander Twee- 
die returned to Vera Cruz picked up one 
hundred American refugees from various 
interior points who were assenihled at 
Soledad. 


A Pitiable 
Spectacle. 


These refugees who came from Tierra 
Blanca, Cordoba and Orizaba presented 
a 
pitiable 
spectacle 
and were 
worn, 
dirt}^ and tired from their frightful ex- 
periences. 
Women with babes in their 
arms 
and 
young 
girls lugging 
heavy 
bundles, 'Containing 
all 
that 
remained 
of their possessions, trudged with 
the 
refugees in charge of 
agents of 
the 
American 
consulate. 
Many 
of 
the 
refugees were destitute and these were 
iodged aboard the rescue steamers last 
night. 
Commander 
Tweedie 
found 
it 
diilicult 
to 
convince 
Gen. Huerta 
re- 
garding 
the 
advisability^

Americans and Sir Lionel Carden, the 
British 
minister, 
was

Racienda, when he arrived at Cordoba, 
was forced by the federal guard to pay

Fiery Circulars Posted. 


Circulars containing the words, "Kill 
the gringoes" and urging people to rise 
and massacre the prisoners were posted 
about Cordoba. 
The circtilars also de- 
clared that the Americans were murder- 
ing women and children.

many car windows were broken.

of Mexican War Fighting in Early Days 
Have You 


Q-en. Horatio G-ibson De 
scribes Triumphal Marcii 
Through Southern Repub- 
lic and Says It Was Easy.

20.—^Why, 
fight- 
ing in ^Mexico is just boys- ptay—I played 
it back there in '47 wnen 1 was a boy, 
and I gnesR I know.'"' 


Old General Horatio M. nib.^on is al- 
most 9(1 now, but his Mack eye? snapped 
and he leaned baok and laughed. 
Then 
lie bent forward again and his tace grew 
earnest. 


"And say, young mnn," beating the air 
•with a long, brown, gnarled index finger 
t h a t had curled over many a good trig- 
,ger in its time. "T wiph they would go to 
•war down there again, too! 
Why. we'd 
show those greasers ! 
Wo did it once 
and wouldn't we just do it again 
what, 
•with the good roads now and the tele- 
graph and sharpshooters and suchl" 


Genera.l Gibson is one of the very few 
Bur^ñvors who saw actual service in the 
Mexican war against Santa Anna in '46 
and '47. 
And, despite the fact that he 
iought his brilliant way 
thr<nigh 
the 
Igreat civil -war a fterv.n vd, he r'-membcrs 
!hi8 experiences in the land of the cactus 
and the gringo as though he had slept 
on his adventures but a night' 


"T didn't get down to ^léxico with the 
very first troops." said th^^ general. 
"I 
•was only a boy of 20 and I didn't get a 
chance to enlist with the very first call 
for troops, you see. But 1 got there very 
early in '47 and was stationed at Pnebla 
with the Second and Tliird artillery. 
I 
had the rank of second Ijeutenant. 


"The troops landed 
from 
the 
army 
trajisports at Vera O u z and there were 
just in.OOO of them, all told 
- lO.nOO to 
subdue the strange, wild. American-hat- 
ing country of Mexico! 


"And our mission was to get to Mexico 
City—no matter how. so long as we got 
there! 
And we got there, too! 


"We fought every inch of the way, but 
for the boys in blue—boys who loved 
their flag above 
everything 
else—that 
was no job at alll 


"The idea General Scott had was to 
follow the national road from Vera Gruz 
to Puebla and from there to Mejcico City- 
It wasn't so much of a job to clear the 
way to Puebla through Indian, peon and 
blue blood (there were few enough of the 
real Spanish there, though. I tell you!), 
but from there on it was not quite so 
Bimple. 


"But the fire of 
patriotism 
burned 
strong those 
days! 
There 
was 
no 
'watchful waiting' for us. 


"To show you how we moved—on the 
Bth of September we fought the really 
hard battle of the war, the battle of 
Molino del Rey. 
Molino del E^y was a 
fortified mill and commanded a steep ap- 
proach. 
We had to make two assaults 
io gain it. and in so doing General Worth 
áisplayed by far the most brilliant tac- 
tics the entire Mexican war caused to be 
exploited. 


"IVell, on the 13th. we got to Castle 
Dhapultepec and took it on the 14th. And 
general Scott entered Mexico City in tri- 
amph with 6.000 of our boys—a loss of 
t,.000 in the year's assignment! 


"The whole secret of our successful 
waging war with such undisciplined peo- 
ple as the Mexicans lay in our persever- 
ince. 
They are Indians, 
peons, 
haif- 
breeds 
and 
what-not. 
They 
are 
not 
nrged by any such patriotism as our fine 
American boys and they will put up a 
lerce front for a minute, but they can 
>e backed do-rni in no time by a real 
man. 


'Today I believe they might be found 
to be better disciplined, but I am sure 
they would not be nearly so intelligent a 
foe as they were in those da vs. for the 
limpie reason that there are not nearly 
BO many pure-bloods down there as there

were then, and the Indians and peons 
have be(jn so exploited ia the intervening 
yefl.rs that any real manhood they may 
have had is probably stamped quite out 
of them. 


"The disagreeable part of a campaign 
in ]\ie.xico is the meeting with the gueril- 
la fighters. These men are the kind thai 
murder anyone on sight, with no regard 
to any military rules or any other kind 
of rules. 
Then they rot> the body. 


"Such murderers should have no con- 
siderat^ion and should be made immediate 
examples of. They should be caught and 
lianged to the nearest tree just as Jack 
Hayes and his band of followers used to 
do for us back there in '47. 


"All's fair in love and war, especially 
in gnerilla country, and you can't try to 
make a pink tea out of it and get away 
with it. It's best conducted with as much 
dramatic action a-s if it were being played 
o u t 
for the 
movies. 
It's an 
elemental 
answer to an 
elemental 
dispute, 
and 
action is necessary—good, strong, undi- 
luted action. 


So far as these wails about the bad 
conditions, such as climate, 
sanitation, 
etc., pertaining in Mexico, as an old sol- 
dier I say—twsh! 
Never was there a 
more delightful climate 
than 
there is 
in most parts of Mexico. 
Only in the 
very northern parts is It distasteful and 
hard for an American to stand. 
And 
there wouldn't be much 
fighting 
down 
there,- believe me. 


'T^Iy experience 
in 
Mexico, 
fighting 
those half-breeds, taught me one thing—• 
that they will have to be annexed to the 
United States sooner or later. They are 
the scum of the earth, and you can't have 
scum on a continent and still have good 
soup. 


"After the war of '47 we recommended 
that at le^st the northern part of Mex- 
ico and Lower 
California be 
annexed, 
and the recommendation still holds good. 
'We're got to save Mexico to save our- 
selves. 


"Oh. I wish the good Lord would drop 
forty years off these ninety of mine, and 


I'd 
guarantee 
to deliver that 
Huerta 
bunch over to the United States. 
I'd 
like nothing better than to shoot 
my 
way through a bunch of impertinent cow- 
! ards. 
•^Tiy, t h a f s a job any real soldier 
' would like just to warm up before break- 
; fast—that is, at least, the kind of soldiers 
i we had back there in '47."

'WTiat General Grant Said.

G«i. 17. S. Grant, the hero of the civil 
1 war, was a lieutenant in the American 
j army in 1848 and took part in the bat- 
' ties leading up to the captiire of Mexico 
; City by General Scott, 
i 
In his personal memoirs, whicb were 
; published just before his death, General 
j Grant gave several chapters to the war 
i with Mexico. 
Reviewing the 
successes 
of the American army, he spoke with en- 
thusiasm over the fact that the Ameri- 
cans won every battle. 


He called attention to the fact that on 
the march from \'era Cruz to Mexico City 
General Scott's force was at no time 
half as large as that opposed to him; 
that the Mexicans were always on the 
defense aoid entrenched, and yet he beat 
them all the time. 


General Grant said that the victories 
of both Scott and Taylor over va-stly su- 
perior numbers was largely due to bet- 
ter oificering and because our army, be- 
ing largely composed of regulars, was 
better trained and disciplined and, there- 
fore, st^eadier. 


Speaking of the Mexican army. General 
Grant said: 
"The Mexican army of that 
day was hardly an organization. 
The 
private soldier was picked up from the 
lowest class of inhabitants, worse fed 
and seldom paid. 
He was turned adrift 
when no longer wanted. 


"The officers of the lower grades were 
but little superior to the men. 
With all 
this, I have seen as brave stands made 
by some of these men as I have ever seen 
made by soldiers. 


"The trouble seemed to be the lack of 
experience among officers, which led them 
after a certain time to simply quit, with- 
out being particularly whipped, but be- 
cause they had fought enough."

AUTOS AND HIGHWAYS. 


College Professor Says That Roads Must 
Be Reconstructed. 


New Y'ork, April 29.—"The Improve- 
ment and Reconstruction 
of 
Suburban 
and Country Roads to Withstand Wear 
From Motor-Driven Vehicles," was 
the 
subject of a lecture given by William 
Esby, jr., professor of municipal engineer- 
ing at the University of Pennsylvania. 


Pi-of. Esby dwelt on the rapidly in- 
creasing motor traffic in roads not built 
originally to stand it and the necessity 
of scientifically reconstructing the road- 
ways to withstand the combination of 
horse and motor travel. 
He said in part: 
"The damage to the ordiniirj^ broken 
stone road from the passing of motor 
cars is due partially to the interesting 
fact that a rapidly moving machine cre- 
ates a vacuum in its wake which removes 
much of the finer stone and grit from the 
road siurface. This is not forced into the 
surface again by the next passing ve- 
hicle. 


"The 1,500,000 motor cars now in use 


I probably will in the near future demand 
the conversion of water-bound highways, 
in which nothing but Avater-wet stone ia 
used, into "roads in which the broken 
stone is more firmly and imperviously 
held together with bituniinous binders or 
made into a sort of continuous truss or 
series of trusses with cement." 


He said that while the motor car gave 
the road-builder a new problem in main- 
tenance there was no question but that 
motor traffic has been the main factor in 
the present world-wide movement for thft 
extension of the hard surface road sys- 
tem. 
Mixed motor and horse traffic, the 
speaker said, was more damaging to bi- 
tuminous surfaces than an equal amount 
of motor traflic.

Past Week. 


REMAINDER ALL SAFE 


Tampico, Méx., April 27.--(Via 
Vera 
Cruz, April 29,)—The American exodus 
from Tampico, which began Wednesday, 
April 22, virtually rcachcd its end today 
with tlie departure tur \'cra 
Oi'uz 
of 
about (50 American refugees-on board the 
tank steamer Canficld. 
The total num- 
ber of refugees sent from here to Amer- 
ican points since the movement began 
is officially given at 2,270. 


There are a number of Americans still 
in Tampico. 
These number a score or 
more. Tliey have all lived here for many 
years and are highly thought of by the 
Mexican population, among whom they 
have made many v/arm friends. 
They 
are today slieltered in bornes of Mexican 
friends living along the Panuco river and 
are in little danger. 
No creditable re- 
ports have reached here of any damage 
to the oil wells, tanks and pipe lines in 
the Tampico and Panuco region, but the 
Corona and other 
great wells 
in 
the 
Panuco district are overflowing. 
Many 
thousands of barrels of oil are being lost 
daily because no efTective way of stop- 
ping the flow has been found. 
Oil ex- 
perts predict that within a week or ten 
days the retaining reservoirs will over- 
flow. 


When Panic Prevailed. 


There Avas almost a condition of panic 
among Americans last Wednesday when 
without an hour's 
warning 
the 
little 
squadron of American vessels under Bear 
Admiral Henry T. Mayo steamed down 
the Panuco river leaving more than 2,000 
Americans defenseless in Tampico. Since 
this time, however, all those who wanted 
to leave have been given the opportunity 
to do so. 
In addition to the long time 
residents of the city there are still a few 
Americans in the district back of the 
river who absolutely refuse to come out. 


From the beginning Captain Doughty, 
of the British cruiser Hermione, has-been 
indefatigable 
in 
his 
efforts to warn 
Americans Avherever he could reach them 
that they should leave the district. 
Pa- 
trol boats of the Hermione have thor- 
oughly explored the Tamiahua 
lagoon 
and according to reports made to the 
British commander the American settle- 
ments along the lagoon 
are 
deserted. 
The temper of the Mexican population 
toward the Americans during the exodus 
was not nearly so violent as might have 
been expected, 
Ko attempts were made 
to molest 
Americans. 
Some 
excitable 
Mexicans insulted them, but none was 
assaulted, 
T]ie mob vented its energy 
In waving flags, 
shooting

pistol-s, 
breaking a few windows and

"Viva Mexico,"

As fi result 
the exodus of foreigners and the dis- 
perisal of a large part of the native pop- 
ulation, hiisinoss in Tampico is at a com- 
plete standstill. 
The only visible signs 
of activity are along the custom house 
wharf where three steamers are unload- 
ing. 


While there is good reason to believe 
that the rebels investing Tampico will 
reject any proposal to ally 
themselves 
with the federals for the purpose of re- 
sisting any possible American aggression, 
there is some imcertainty 
as to 
what 
course the federals would pursue in such 
an eventuality. 
Gen. Zaragosa, the fed- 
eral commander, has made public 
an- 
nouncement of his determination to de- 
fend Tampico to the last. 
On the other 
hand he is reported to have said to a 
friend 
last Friday that 
opposition 
to 
American advance would be quite hope- 
less; that he would only make a feeble 
show of defense sufficient to satisfy the 
demands of honor and then evacuate the 
city. 
Gen. Zaragosa's force is not be- 
lieved to exceed 1.000 men. 
Considering 
the federal situation from the standpoint 
of rebel attack, all indications point to 
their ability to defend Tampico indefi- 
nitely. 
The federals are well supplied 
with artillery, of which the rebels have 
none, 
The barracks hitherto havo never 
been skillfully directed and they always 
have been futile. 
The sanitary condi- 
tions at Tampico are bad. 
The water 
supply is scant and to a large measure 
polluted.

New Yorlc, April 2^.—The clear blue 
eyes of John Kyan sparkled with joy 
and hope as they rested on the circu- 
lar pane of violet-colored glass fastened 
in the foot of his bed. 
For the rays of 
electric light that for six months have 
been 
filtering 
through that glass 
have 
saved John Ryan's leg—and his life! 


Six months ago while passing through 
a darkened room, Ryan struck his foot 
against a coil of wire. 
The big toe was 
fractured an and artery ruptured. 
Blood 
poison set in and was followed by gan- 
grene. 


Many kinds of treatment were resort- 
ed to in vain. 
Amputation of the l^g 
above the knee seemed the only course 
that would save the patient's life. 
But 
Dr. Burke, Ryan's physician, feared that 
the amputation of the leg might prove 
fatal. 
So he decided to try the mys- 
teiious violet ray. 


A parfe of violet-colored glass was Ret 
in the foot of Ryan's bed. 
Aboxit fif- 
teen inches away a small electric etove 
was placed upon a taboret. 
The rays 
from the stove, shining through the vio- 
let glass, poured upon the 
discolored

lamp and violet glass through 
which 
the rays flowed upon Ryan's poisoned 
foot. 


foot and leg. Night and day they shone, 
and soon their work was apparent. 
The 
darkened line, showing wliei'e the poi- 
son had crept, began to recede slowly 
down the limb till it had passed the in- 
step, and no afl'ection remained except 
in the toes. 


"It's 
been wonderful, " said Ryfn. 
"So many of the doctors thought there 
was no hope for nic cxcept to have my 
leg cut oflf. And that little pane of glass 
has done it all. 
I only hope pome poor 
fellow that's suffering 
somewhere, as 1 
have suffered, may read this and leayn 
how he may be saved."

Ûnder that ruling Ruef would not have 
been eligible until 1920. 


By this dictum the powerful efforts 
of Ruef's friends to secure his libera- 
tion have 
been thwarted. 
Rut under 
the supreme court decision Ruef and his 
friends believe that thè prison 
board, 
thus forced to act, will decide in his fa- 
vor. 


Abe Ruef, a Jewish attorney, was the 
only man of those 
indicted 
during 
the graft days, who was convicted and 
sent to the penitentiary. 


After a desperate fight of five years, 
during which he evaded stripes under 
some 70 indictments, he was 
finally 
si-ntenced for bribing Supervisor John L. 
Fiirey with $4,000 to influence his vote 
for the street railway company's over- 
head trolley franchise. 


The law took him at the height of 
his 
brazen 
trafficking 
in concessions 
for special privileges to the highest bid- 
ding big business. 
With him it attacked 
many of the city's business 
captain's, 
including Mayor Eugene 
Schmitz and 
Patrick Calhoun, traction 
magnate. 


The charges ag.ainst these men wore 
for bribery of supervisors in the inter- 
est of the United States Railroads, then 
controled by Patrick Calhoun; the gas 
company; the Home Telephone Co., the 
fight trust; the French restaurants and 
the Parkside realty syndicate, all great 
corporation. 


It was during these trials that Special 
Prosecutor Francis J. Heney, now pro- 
gressive candidate for the United States 
senate 
from California, was shot and 
seriously woimded. 


Practically every cent of Ruef's ill- 
gotten gains was spent in ii desperate 
effort to avoid stripes and every legal 
recourse was exhausted. 


Since that 
time great 
pressure has 
been brought to bear upon the prison 
directors and Governor Hiram W. John- 
son to have Ruef paroled or pardoned.

more deadly than Mexican sharpshoot- 
ers and more treacherous than the eni- 
pers who shot down the blue jackets 
and marines in the streets of Vera Cruz. 
This enemy is the dread typhus fever, 
known in Mexico as tabardillo or spot- 
ted fever, which frequentty claims from 
25 to 50 per cent of fatalities among its 
victims. 


Brigadier-General William C. Gorgas, 
the man who banished tropical disease 
from the isthmus of Panama and now 
the surgeon-general of the a.rmy, is mar- 
shalling his forces for an attack on ty- 
phus.

way home. Some plan to remain in Gal- 
veston and return to Mexico when the 
situation there permits. 


The Espernnwi was the first of the 


refuge ships to dock today and was soon 
followed by the Dixie. It wns arranged 
to bring the 300 refugees on board the 
Cyclops to the city on barges.

of Mexican War Fighting in Early Days 


Gen. Horatio Gibson De- 


scribes Triumphal Marcii 
Through Southern Repub- 
lic and Says It Was Easy. 


Washington. April 2'.).— "Why. tight- 


ing in Mexico is just boys' play — I played 
it back there in '47 w'len 1 was a boy, 
and I guess T know!" 


Old General Horatio -M. Gibson is al- 


most 90 now. luit his black eyes snapped 
and he leaned back and laughed. Then 
ie bent forward again and hid face grew 
earnest. 


"And say. young man," heating the air 


•with a long, brown, gnarled index finger 
that hail curled over many a good trig- 
.ger in its time. ':I wish they would go to 
•war down there again, too! Why. we'd 
Know those greasers! 
Wo did it once 


and wouldn't we just do it again — what, 
•with the good rood? now and the tele- 
graph and sharpshooters and such!" 


General Gibson is one of the very few 


eurvivors who saw actual service in the 
Mexican war ngninst Santa Anna in '46 
and '47. And. despite. the fact that he 
Sought his brilliant way 
through 
the 


great civil war afterward, lie remembers 
nis experiences in the land of the cactus 
and the gringo as though he had slept 
on his adventures hut a night! 


"T didn't get clown to Mexico with the 


verr first troops." ?aid th« general. "I 
was onlv a boy of 20 and I didn't get a 
chance to enlist with the very first call 
for troops, you see. But I got there very 
early in '47 and was stationed at Pucbla 
•with the Second and Third artillery. I 
had the rank of second lieutenant. 


"The troops landed from 
the army 


transports at. Vera Cruz and there/ were 
just in.OdO of them, all told 
10.00(1 to 


subdue the strange, wild, American-hat- 
ing country of Mexico! 


'"And our mission was to get to Mexico 


City — no matter how, so long as we got 
there! And we got there. loo! 


"We fought every inch of the way, but 


for the boys in blue -hoys who loved 
their flag above 
everything else — that 


was no job at nil! 


"The idea General Scott had was to 


follow the national road from Vera Cruz 
to Pnebla and from there to Mexico Oity- 
It wasn't so much of a job to clear the 
way to Pucbla through Indian, peon and 
blue blood (there were few enough of the 
real Spanish there, though, I tell you!), 
but from there on it was not quite so 
simple. 


"But the fire of patriotism burned 


strong those days! 
There 
was 
no 


'watchful waiting' for us. 


"To show you how we moved — on the 


Rth of September we fought the really 
hnrrt battle of the war, the battle of 
Molino del Key. Molino del Rev was a 
fortified mill and commanded a steep ap- 
proach. We had to make two assaults 
to gain it. and in so doing General Worth 
Jisplayed by far the most brilliant tac- 
tics the entire Mexican war caused to be 


"Well, on the 13th. we got to Oitrtle 


Jhapultepec and took it on the 14th. Ami 
Seneral Scott entered Mexico City in tri- 
umph with ft.OOO of our hoys— a loss of 
1.000 in the year's assignment! 


"The who]« secret of our successful 


waging war with such undisciplined peo- 
ple as the Mexicans lay in our persever- 
ince. 
They n re Indians, peons, 
half- 


breeds and what-not. They are 
not 


urged by any such patriotism as our fine 
American boys and they will put up a 
Jerce front for a minute, but they can 
le backed down in no time by a real 
Dan. 


'Today I believe they might he found 


to be better disciplined, hut I am sure 
they would not be nearly so intelligent a 
foe as they were in those days, for the 
simple reason that there are not nearly 
BO many pure-bloods down there as there

were then, and the. Indians and peons 
have been so exploited in the intervening 
years that any real manhood they may 
have had is probably stamped quite out 
of them.

"The disagreeable part of a campaign 


in Mexico is the meeting with the gueril- 
la fighters. These men ore the kind that 
murder anyone on sight, with no regard] 
to any military rulea or any other kindj 
of rules. Then they rot> the body. 
I 


"Such murderers should have no con-; 


sideration and should be made immediate. 
examples of. They should bo caught and; 
hanged to the nearest tree just as Jack! 
Hayes and his band of followers used to; 
do for us bock there in '47. 


"All's fair in lore and war, especially 


in gmerilla country, and you can't try to 
make a pink tea out of it and get away 
with it. It's b«st conducted with as much I 
dramatic action as if it were being played 
out for the movies. It's an elemental 
n.nswer to an elemental dispute, and 
action is necessary—good, strong, undi- 
luted action. 


So far as these wails about the bad 


conditions, such as clima.tc. sanita.tion, 
etc., pertaining in Mexico, as an old sol- 
dier I say—bosh! 
Never was thero a 


more delightful climate than there is 
in most parts of Mexico. 
Only in the 


very northern parts is It distasteful and 
hard for an American to stand. 
And 


there wouldn't be much fighting down 
there, lielievo me. 


"My experience in Me.xico, 
fighting 


those half-breeds, taught me one thing— 
that they will have to be annexed to the 
United States sooner or Inter. They arc 
the scum of the earth, and you can't have 
scum on a continent and still have good 
soup. 


"After the war of '47 we recommended 


that at least the northern part of Mex- 
ico and Lower California be annexed, 
and the recommendation still holds good. 
We've got to save Mexico to save our- 
selves. 


"Oh. I -wish the good Lord would drop 


forty years off these ninety of mine, and 


I'd guarantee to deliver that Huerta. 
bunch over to the United States. I'd 
like nothing better than to shoot my 
way through a tmneh of impertinent cow- 
ards. Why, thafs a job any real soldier 
would like just to warm up before break 
fast—that is. at least, the kind of soldiers 
we had back there in '47.v 


What General Grant Said. 


Gen. U. S. Grant, the hero of the civil 


war, was a lieutenant in the American 
-inny in 1848 and took part in the bat- 
tles leading up to the rapture of Mexico 
("Sty by General Scott. 


In his personal memoirs, which -were 


published just before his death, General 
Grant gave several chapters to the 'war 
with Mexico. 
Reviewing the successes 


of the American army, he spoke with en- 
thusiasm over the fact that the Ameri- 
cans won every battle. 


He culled attention to the fact that on 


the march from Vera Cruz to Mexico City 
General Scott's force was at no time 
half as large as that opposed to him; 
that the Mexicans were always on the. 
defense and entrenched, and yet he beat 
them nil the time. 


General Grant said that the victories 


of both Scott and Taylor over vaatly su- 
perior numbers was largely dtie to bet- 
ter officering and because our army, be 
ing largely composed of regulars, was 
better trained and disciplined and, there- 
fore, steadier. 


Speaking of the Mexican army. General 


Grant said: "The Mexican army of that 
day was hardly an organization. The 
private soldier was picked up from the 
lowest class of inhabitants, worse feri 
and seldom paid. lie was turned adrift 
•when no longer wanted. 


"The officers of the lower grades were 


but little superior to the men. With all 
this, I have seen as bravo stands made 
by some of these men as I have ever seen 
made by soldiers. 


"The, trouble naemed to be the lack of 


experience among officers, which led them 
after a certain time to simply quit, with 
out being particularly whipped, but be 
cause they had fought enough."

AUTOS AND HIGHWAYS. 


College Professor Says That Roads Must 


Be Reconstructed. 


Xow York. April 20.—"The Improve- 


ment and Reconstruction of Suburban 
and Country Roads lo Withstand Wear 
From Motor-Driven Vehicles," was the 
subject of a lecture given by William 
Eshy. jr., professor of municipal engineer- 
ing at the University of Pennsylvania. 


Prof, Esby dwelt on the rapidly in-l 


creasing motor traffic in mads not built 
originally to stand it anrl the necessity 
of scientifically reconstructing tlic road- 
ways to withstand the combination of 
horse and motor travel. Ho said in part: 


"The damage to the ordinary broken 


stone rond from the passing of motor 
cars is due partially to the interesting 
fact that a rapidly moving machine cre- 
ates a vacuum in its wake which removes 
much of the finer stone and grit from the 
road surface.. This is not forced into the 
surface again by the, next passing ve- 
hicle.

Soldiers Than Mexican
